Talking Heads "Fear of Music" 

This, the third Talking Heads album since their 
first, {Talking Meads: '77, which shoved them three years 
ago from New York into National prominence) lives up 
to their previous works and then some. It rocks in 
that unmistakable way with a beat and sound bordering 
on Ska(a cross between reggae and rock, played by such 
up-and-comers as The Specials and Madness); although 
it is more rock, piercing and tight. 

David Byrne, the lead singer, writer, and master 
mind of the band, belts out the lyzics in an emotional 
fury, which sounds great even if he's really talking 
rather than singing. The guitars and drums all mesh i 
beautifully and, along with rock genius Rrian Fno's 
Production, form a unique sound, tight and polished,

"Animals", and the eerie "Drugs all give interesting 
esSays on their respective topics, but the best song* 
both musically and lyrically is the one getting the most 
airplay, “Life During War Time", which reminds us that 
war isn't all fun, games, and Bob Hope. . 

"This ain't no party. This ain't no disco. This 
ain't no fooling around. I'd like to kiss you. I'd love 
to hold you. I ain't got time for that now." 

Take_a listen to Fear of Music, You'll] either 
love it or hate it. It's destined to become, if not a

Pink Floyd The Wall 

It seems Roger Waters(who writes all the words 
and most of the music for Pink Floyd) had a rough 
childhood, and he spares no expense to tell us a- 
bout it. His teachers hit him; his father ran away 
from home, and his mother filled his heart with fear 
while letting them "bust my balls." Yes, the words 
have meaning. There are no silly love songs on this 
one. Unfortunately, that meaning is hidden in inuen- 
does, double talk, and luke warm imagery. It is dif- 
ficult to make out what Waters is trying to tell us, 
but here's my best shot. 

The first song "In the Flesh", expfains that 
there's a lot "behind these cold eyes", Apparantly 
the rest of. the album tells us just what that is. We 
are told of cruel and ruthless teachers, evil mothers, 
who try to make us Scared of our own shadows, and 
fathers, who rim away. .Too bad we don't hear about 
spodled, delinquent brats, who don't think of any- 
one but themselves: one narrow-minded stereotype 
deserves another. This wronged child was tortured, 
beaten and psycologically molested for not conform- 
ing. In returns he chants, "We don't need no educa- 
tion...Sareasm...(or) thought control" in thacsong,, 
"Another Brick in the Wall(parts 1, 2, and 3) ,*' whose 
lyrics are probably the most frequently scrawled words 
in the history of desk-top graffitti. (There are lots 
of paranoid, reefer-brained, self-centered kiddies 
at Sharon High too.) "The Wall", from what I can see, 
is a symbol of the establishment that screwed up poor 
Roger so bad. It's a clear cut case of good guys being 
trampled by bad guys. 

From here Waters telis how he searched for love, 
was hurt, got screwed up some more, and tried to kill 
himself, before finally Winding up in a rock band, 
Pumped up with drugs. In "The Show Must Go On'', he 
even regrets his rock life, filled with drugs and 
Plastic. Then there's some more talk of drugs and a 
lot of stuff about Worms, but I still can't figure 
Out what they're suppose to represent. Finally, a 
trial is held apparantly to see if Waters is guilty 
of trying to resist "the Wall'', He is found guilty, 
and winds up banging his “heart against some maid 
buggers wall", 

My best guess is that Waters is using himself 
a5 an example of kids who, have been abused and 
mangled by the establishment, in which case it's a 
bit extreme. On the other hand, maybe It4m wrong, 
and this is Satire, but I doubt it, Or maybe it's 
just a nice story. Or maybe Waters doesn't know what 
the words are Supposed to mean either, and I'm just 
looking too deep into Something which isn't Supposed 
tomean anything. 

_ Whatever the lyrics are supposed to be » the 
music isn't much better. Most of it is just plain 


boring, and with the exception of a few s 
all sound the sume. P ongs, they i 


i spite of what I've said, most people will like 


this album. I'm Sure it sounds good if you're stoned. 
After all Pink Floyd are notoriously famous for mak- 
ing good head music. This is the stuff of which Plat- 
inum albums are made: Pink Floyd fans will love it 


and call it a classic. Even non-Floyd fans can have 
fun chanting "The Wall'' and writing the words an desk 
and School walls.
